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OVERSHA TRADE 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA 


SCOPE This bulletin shows direct trade between oversea countries and South 
Australian ports. Thus exports include some goods originating in 
other States but shipped from South Austrelian ports, but exclude 
South Australian goods shipped from ports in other States. Similarly 

imports include some goods unloaded in South Australia but later sent to other States, 

but exclude goods unloaded at ports in other States for subsequent movement to South 

Australia. Normal interstate trade in Australian goods is excluded from all figures. 


Value of exports is expressed $A f.0.b. or its equivalent at port 
of shipment; value of imports is "transaction value" $A f.0.b. or "domestic value" 
$A f.0.b. at port of shipment, whichever is the greater. 


Quantities are tabulated only in respect of exports for which there 
is an appropriate unit of quantity. 


In tables where figures have been rounded, discrepancies between 
totals and sums of components are due to rounding. 


The 1966-67 figures are preliminary and subject to revision. 


GENERAL Preliminary export figures indicate that 1966-67 was a record year 
COMMENT for South Australia. The total value of exports, $326.6 million, 
exceeded the previous record level of $322.2 million achieved in 
1963-64 by $4.4 million and was $30.3 million more than that exported 
in 1965-66. 


Preliminary import figures totalling $197.3 million in 1966-67 show 
a slight decline from 1965-66 and are $7.6 million less than the record 1964-65 level 
of $204.9 million. 


In 1966-67 Japan replaced the United Kingdom as the principal country 

to which goods are exported. Exports to Japan in 1966-67 reached 

a peak of $66.7 million (20.4 per cent of total exports). Exports to 

the United Kingdom have gradually declined from a peak of $111.0 million 
(45.14 per cent of total exports) in 1952-53 to $50.7 million (15.5 per cent of total 
exports) in 1966-67. 


After Japan the next four Major export markets are Italy, New Zealand, 
United Kingdom and the United States of America. In 1966-67 the respective proportions 
of total exports shipped to those countries were 4.1 per cent, 4.7 per cent, 15.5 per cent 
and 8.8 per cent.

In 1966-67, a record quantity of 199.0 million lb (greasy 
equivalent) of wool was exported, a 1.2 per cent increase over the 
previous record quantity of 196.6 million lb (greasy equivalent) 


The quantity of wheat exported during 1966-67 (33.6 million bushels) 
was 15.3 per cent greater than the quantity exported in 1965-66 but 31.0 per cent 
less than the record quantity of 48.7 million bushels exported in 1963-64. 


The 11.4 million bushels of barley exported during 1966-67 was 
almost twice the quantity exported in 1965-66 but less than half of the record 24.8 


million bushels exported in 1961-62.

OVERSEA 
EXPORTS 
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As noted above, 1966-67 was a record year for South Australian exports. 
The main increases in value came from wheat, barley, wool (greasy) and 
machinery and transport equipment, although these increases were partially 


offset by a decrease in the value of lead and lead alloys, unworked,

OVERSEA of goods imported into South Australia by the United States of America. 
IMPORTS In 1966-67 the United States of America supplied 27.6 per cent of total 


imports, the United Kingdom 21.6 per cent and Canada 5.0 per cent, and i 
each of the last five years these countries have been the source of about 60 per cent o 
South Australian imports. More recently Japan has replaced Canada as the third largest 
supplier of goods imported accounting for 6.8 per cent and 7.9 per cent in 1965-66 and 


1966-67 respectively.

VALUE OF During the last ten years the value of imports into South Australia has 
OVERSEA varied between $90.7 million and $204.9 million annually. The changes 
IMPORTS in totals have been influenced mainly by three groups of commodities, 


petroleum. and petroleum products, manufactured goods, and machinery and 

transport equipment - in each of the last five years these groups have 
lade up approximately 75% of total imports. Before the oil refinery began operating 
in 1962-63 imports of petroleum came mainly from interstate refineries. The imports o 
manufactured goods rose from $32.1 million in 1962-63 to $45.2 million in 1964-65 but 
declined to $34.3 million in 1966-67. Machinery and transport equipment imports rose 
from $59.8 million in 1961-62 to $90.7 million in 1965-66, with a small decrease of 
$4.4 million to $86,3 million in 1966-67,
